record to show that the grand jury
measure had been properly passed
Blancett's counsel held the law was
void. The court ruled the bill was
properly signed and filed . The court
further held that the grind jury's
act was legal, as it was impaneled to
comply with either the old or new
law. Following the court's ruling
Blancett was arraigned on the charge
of slaying Armour and entered a
plea of not guilty. The trial of the
case will start at 9 o'clock tomorrow
morning. No effort was made by
Blancett's counsel to obtain a change
of venue to San Juan county, which
is the former home of the accused
man.

HiB dead body was
found the following morning. . . .The
campaign to procure reduced --tolls
on all traffic using the combination
bridge will be carried on vigorously,
despite the findings obtained by a
committee of the Commercial club
director on the rates of toll bridges
crossing the Mississippi river, ac-

cording to C. D. Smiley, of Sioux
City and South Sioux City a leader
in tho campaign of citizens to-- pro-
cure reduction of tolls here. Both
Mr. Smiley and Ward Evans, city at-
torney of South Sioux City, Neb.,
yesterday said the findings on toll
charges of Mississippi river bridges
investigated do not comprise a fair
basis of determining what toll
charges on the combination bridge
should be for two reasons. The first
reason iB that the citizens of Sioux
City were the largest silent stock-
holders in the bridge at the time it
was built and are entitled to consid-
eration by reason of the financial aid
given by them. The second is that
the Mississippi river bridges investi-
gated were built entirely with pri-
vate capital and represent much
greater investments than does the
Sioux City-Nebras- ka bridge. The
bridge toll question will again be
brought before the Commercial club
directors at next week's meeting,
Mr. Smiley said. The clause in the
bridge charter giving Sioux City the
right to regulate tolls subject to the
approval of the war department was
inserted as the result of a visit made
to Washington by representatives of
this city prior to the building of the
the structure," Mr. Smiley said.
He said J. M. Moan, who laid out the
townsito of South Sioux City, and
Henry Oxnard, the beet sugar mag-
nate represented the city in having
the clause inserted in the charter.
"The proposed toll reduction is of
vital importance not only to resi-
dents of Dakota City and South
Sioux City" Mr. Smiley said, "but to
tho business interests of Sioux City,
in that nersons living within fifty
miles of here on the Nebraska side
have been preferring Omaha as a
shopping center as against Sioux
City because they considered the
bridge toll rates to be prohibitive."
Leading business men of the city are
among those who have signed a peti-
tion to have the tolls reduced.

Fort Logan, Col., April 15, 1917.
Dear Mother:

This being Sunday I thought I
would drop you a few lines to let
you know that I am alive and well
and happy. I have been in Fort
Logan since Thursday afternoon and
I will tell you that the army life isn't
what I thought it to be. 1 gained
7 pounds in three days. That isn't
so bad, is it?

I will give you the list of the grub
we get. Well, wo haVe scrambled
eggs, hnm, potatoes, coffee, bread,
butter ami oatmeal for breakfast.
Some kind of meat, potatoes, bread,
butter, dried peaches, coffee, milk,
and some kind of dessert for dinner.
If somebody tells you that they live
on hard tack you can toll them that
it is not so.

Saturday I worked in t.hi kiMmn
They have somewhere around 24
companies. I am in tho 5th com-
pany and so is Melford Lothrop.
Gerald Hall, Ed Ansnes, Harold
Ansnes, Chester and Harold Antrim,
and Ed Hansen are in the 19th com-
pany but when we leave here we
will be together again.

Well, when I was in tho kitchen I
was wininor disho.q. I thrriitrhr vnn
had a lot of djshes to wash but when
you wasn me oisnes tor a,ul)l) people
it is no small job. It took us all day
to wash and wipe the dishes.

I took my examination and was
vaccinated. I had my blood tested
and had one inoculation so that I
shall not get any disease. My arm
is swelled up as big as a tub.

We get our uniforms tomorrow,
and tomorrow night we leave for
the coast. There were 725 men sent
oufyesterday, and there were 518
that came in today, Already they
have men sleeping in the attics and
cfillnrrirv.Thhrfi. are twelve thousand
men eominiy in hnrn TWnrintf i'hm
have to ship the men out without
training. Meitord .Lothrop and I
have the best captain in the whole
camp.

How are papa and all the folks?
Somebody stole Mo dollars from me.
They offered me a job as clerk in
the hospital operating the type-
writer, but there were too many
fainting, and the smell got my goat,
so I had to give it up.

Well, give my regards to all the
folks, and I must close for this time.
If vou. write to Ft. Lntrnn. flnln
and I am not there, they will for
ward it to me. They are talking of
sending us to Honolulu.

Well, goodbye for this time.
